Minerals For Growing Pigs 


. Being an extract from a series 
of experiments conducted by the 
Animal Husbandry Department 
ol the University of Alberta, 

The gredtest profit in hog pro- 
duction comes when production 
costs are kept low and when hog 
prices are high, We cannot. do 
much by way of raising the price 
but much can be done by’ 
cutting down the amount of feed 
required to put a 200 pound hog 


level, 


A. pig requires 
certain elements in his feed before 


making machine, the same as a 
car requires the proper mixture in 


maximum mileage, He must have 
sufficient mineral matter in his 
daily feed allowance if he is going 
to utilize the grain to the best 
advantage, for to a considerable 
extent, the mineral matter in its 
relation to bone development and 
other vital processes in the body 
isa domirant note in body growth 
Where there are plenty of dairy 
by-products, such as skim milk o1 
buttermilk, or when such other 
combined protein and mineral 
supplements as tankage are beinp 
ted there is little possibility of . 
lack of mineral] matter arising, bu! 
where these feeds are not avail 
able careful attention should be 
given to feeding some form ot 
mineral mixture, 

In this experiment as in previ- 
ous ones Of a similar nature, ithas 
been demonstrated that simple 
mineral mixtures havea high feed 
ing value under conditions similat 
to those which exist on the aver 
age-Alberta-farm, 

All groups of pigs were main 
tained on a cereal mixture pasture 
during the period of experiment 
and were fed in addition a mixture 
of equal ports of oats, barley and 
teed wheat 

Pigs which were self fed a min 
eral mixture in addition to thei 
grain ration made a 40% 
rapid gain and ais’. more eco- 
nomical gain on the average that 
those not

If there ts sone besetting sin indulged in by the people of Western 
Canada it is the sin of impatience. 
which fifty years ago was given over to roving bands of Indians and 
immense herds of buffalo, our people today; expect and demand all those 
services and conveniences which it has taken centuries to build up and 


develop in older lands. It is a good fault to want the best there is in life for | 


our children; it is a laudable ambition to work to secure such things; a 
proper spirit of discontent is all right, provided it is a proper spirit. 

Rut in a vast extent of territory over which population is as yet but 
thinly spread, where the element of time has not yet permitted that degree 
of productive development which leads to the accumulation of certain 
reserves of wealth, for people to expect to enjoy all those things which it is 
possible for older countries of large populations and centuries of accumula- 
tions to provide for their people, is not reasonable. Whatever we have must 
be paid for, and jf in the West we have not sufficient people nor sufficient 
wealth to pay for what we want, we must of necessity go without until such 
time as we are able to provide them. And to be discontented with our lot 
in the meantime is neither reasonable nor right. 

lor example. Good, all-weather highways to serve all parts of Western 
Canada is the desire of everybody; it is a laudable desire. Efforts to realize 
it are being put forth, but people are impatient, and demand still larger 
programmes of construction, notwithstanding the fact that it is taxing 
their resources to the utmost to pay interest charges on past construction 
and finance the carrying out of existing programmes of new construction. 

There is nothing to be gained, and much to be lost by having the whole 
country criss-crossed with good roads, provided with telephone and electric 
power services, equipped with churches, schools and hospitals, and other 
services and conveniences now so generally regarded as necessities, if as a 
result of providing them the burden of taxation is so heavy as to drive the 
.people off their land. All these things are worse than valueless if the 
people cannot maintain an existence to enjoy them. 

To cite another example. Within the past two years there has heen 
erected and equipped, in the Province of Saskatchewan, three technical 


schocls, one at Regina, a second at Moose Jaw, less than 50 miles distant, | 
and a third at Saskatoon, 150 miles away, each of which has cost half a, 


million dollars, or a total of $1,500,000. This large expenditure for purely 
technical education has been made in a Province where over 70 per cent. of 
the population lives in rural communities, and where constant stress is laid 
on the importance of educating the youth to remain on the land. 

The point is not that technical schools are not good and desirable 
things. No, the point is, are we not aiming to provide these good things 
before we can afford to do so, and, to the extent that we mortgage our

(By John Burke Ingram,) 

I once knew a boy who was unrea- 
sonably afraid of a policeman. Un- 
reasonably because he was a good 
little boy and his family were decent 
people. One day that little boy’s 
grandmother told him a story about 
another little chap who got lost and 
of how a policeman on the boat found 
him and took him home to his moth- 
er. This simple story completely de- 
stroyed the child’s fear of policemen. 
It made him ready to understand 
that the policeman was on “his side’ 
and his duty was to protect him and 
his mother and father against people 
who were not willing to behava 
themselves, 

I introduce this question because it 
illustrates the necessity of teaching a 
child carefully, if he is to be a healthy 
citizen and a good citizen. There are 
so many things the parent should do; 
simple in themselves, if he or she will 
only take the trouble to do them, it 
may assist the growing child to be 
both. 

Lying is a problem, and many a 
conscientious mother has had. her 
heart almost broken because little 
Bobby sees all sorts of horrible acci- 
dents and sees tigers walking down 
the street, and, perhaps, if he is a 
belligerent little boy, is continually 
thrashing six big men on the way 
home from school. Lies like that, 
however, are, in the main, quite harm- 
less and if it were not for this ca- 
pacity for harmless lying, there should 
be no books written, nor pictures 
painted, nor music written.

‘Better Fire Protection. Needed ‘| Canada Should Have a 


More Organized System For Rural 


Districts Is Stressed 


A more organized system of fire 
protection in rural districts was 
urged recently by David J. Price, of 
Washington, D.C., chief engineer of 
the Bureau of Chemistry and Soils, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, ad- 
dressing the annual convention of the 
National Fire Protection Association 
in Toronto. 

Fire loss on farms in the United 
States last year, was the greatest 
ever experienced, he declared. From 
data available, it appeared that farm 
fire losses increased 25 per cent. dur- 
ing the 1930 season drought, he said. 
The loss for the year was estimated 
to be in excess of $125,000,000. 

Spontaneous heating and ignition 
of agricultural products constituted, 
he said, one of the prominent causes 
of farm fire loss.

A resolution declaring that Canada 
‘should have the right to amend her 
jews constitution, moved in the House 
of Commons, brought from Hon. Hugh 
Guthrie, Minister of Justice, the 
| Statement that he favored a confer- 
[ence with the provinces on this {m- 
portant matter. Before calling a con- 
ference, however, he thought that a 
committee of parliament should be 
appointed to consider this question. 

“I am by no mans hopeless of the 
situation,’ Mr. Guthrie declared to 
the House. “I am entirely hopeful, 
and I think it would be well for this 
parliament, if not at this session, at 
some subsequent session, to appoint 
‘a committee especially charged with 
the consideration of this question. We 
must prepare our case here before we 
call a conference, and it is a case that 
will require a great deal of prepara- 
tion.” 

“After preparation had been made,” 
added Mr. Guthrie, “I shall heartily 
favor the summoning of a provincia) 
conference with the Dominion au- 
thorities to see what plan can be 
worked out so that in the future this 
parliament may be able to make the 
necessary amendments to our consti- 
tution.”

Would Encourage Use 
Of Canadian Barley 


To Replace Foreign Grown Corn In 
Livestock Feed 

Steps taken to encourage use of 
Canadian barley in livestock feeding 
were described by Hon: Robert Weir, 
Minister of Agriculture, when the 
resolution of the Saskatoon Board of 
Trade was referred to him. The reso- 
lution asks the government to insure 
the use of Canadian grown barley 
rather than foreign grown corn: in 
livestock feeding. 

Last fall, after tests had been con- 
ducted, the department here sent out 
tables showing how barley could’ be 
advantageously used for feeding both 
poultry and livestock. The tests 
proved barley to be very suitable as 
compared with corn. 

One of the disadvantages has been 
that the 7,000,000 or 8,000,000 bnshels 
of barley stored at the Head of tha 
Lakes contained considerable other 
seeds including weed seeds. The 
farmers feeding livestock in the east- 
ern part of Canada objected to this 
because of the danger of the weeds 
being spread on their own farms. 


Record Butterfat Test 


High-Producing Jersey Cow Owned 
By Alberta Man’ 

What is, believed to be a record 
butterfat test for a cow of any age 
or breed is claimed by Norman S. 
Ciarke of Didsbury, for the three- 
year-old Jersey cow “Waikiki Zenia’s 
Fanny,” which, in official R.O.P, test 
for the past 60 days, made a test of 
9.8 per cent. ' 

This high-producing cow is one of 
the choice animals purchased last 
year by Mr. Clarke in the state of 
Washington, and added to his herd at 
Didsbury. The butterfat content of 
the milk, which is exceptionally high 
for even a cow of this breed, is cer-

Hog Market Is Bright 


Optimistic View Ig Taken Of Situa- 
tion For Present Year 

The eleventh annual live stock mar- 
ket and meat trade review of the Do- 
minion Live Stock Branch takes an 
optimistic view of the hog market 
for the current year, 

With. regard to 1930, the raview 
observes, “hogs claimed most of 
the limelight during the year and, 
all things considered, gave a star 
performance.” The revenue from 
hogs .was much smaller “than the 
previous year because ,the volume of 
output was much lighter. 

With respect to the prospects for 
1981, it states “the increase in pro- 
duction which is pending should be 
in the interests of the industry, pro- 
viding of course that the strictest 
care is taken to breed to the recogn- 
{zed bacon type and to feed and fin- 
ish properly.” 

During the calendar year 1930, a 
total of 904,439 hogs were sold on 
Canadian stock yards. Winnipog 
heads the list with a total sales of 
242,003 hogs. 

During the past year a higher per- 
centage of hogs marketed qualified 
for the ‘‘select bacon” premium than 
at any time during the past five 
years. 


Butter Output In 
Saskatchewan Higher 


Ninety-Three Per Cent. Increase Over 
April Last Year 


Production of creamery butter in} 
Saskatchewan, during April, showed 
a 93 per cent. increase over the out- 
put for the corresponding month of 
‘1930, and boosted the percentage in- 
crease for the year to date, to 81.8 
per cent. 

During April, 1981, production : 
recorded in the dairy branch of the} 
Saskatchewan Department of Agri- 
culture, reached a total of 1,362,176 
pounds, as compared with 705,338 
pounds in April, 1980, an increase of 
659,838 pounds, or 93.1 per cent. 

The increase was most marked in 
the northern section of the province 
where the recorded gain was 126.1 
per cent. over the April, 1930, figures. 
In the central section, the increase 
was 90 per cent., and in the southern, 
80 per cent. 

From January 1 to April 30, 1931, 
the output aggregated 4,331,904 
pounds as compared with 2,389,392 
pounds for the ~- corresponding 
period of last year, the gain of 
1,942,512 pounds representing a per- 
centage increase of 81.3.

and Lumsden, 180, only 164 reactors 
were reported, or 1.2 per cent. of the 
total. 

Reactors to the test in the various 
provinces of the Dominion range from 
54 per cent. to nine per cent.

QUOTA BASIS FOR 
EXPORT WHEA 


London, England.—Divergent views 
are developing at the conference of 
wheat-exporting countries here. The 
United States delegation stands by its 
view first announced of non-partici- 
pation in any international organiza- 
tion, against export quotas of wheat, 
and in favor of reduction of wheat 
acreage as the one way out of pres- 
ent difficulties. Russia has virtually 
joined the Polish and Danubian coun- 
tries in favor of export quotas, And 
Russia introduced a new element 
which {is likely to arouse opposition. 

The Polish plan proposed quotas 
but did not attempt to fix any 
basis for the quotas. The Russia 
plan has not yet been published, but 
it is understood to propose that the 
average wheat exports in the five- 
year period immediately preceding 
the Great War should be taken as 
basis for the quotas. But such a 
basis, it is commented, would oper- 
ate in favor of Russia and heavily 
against countries which, like Canada, 
have developed their wheat exports 
since the war. 

The Russians are willing, like the 
United States, to enter into a no- 
dumping agreement, 

Conference observers are speculat- 
ing on how a no-dumping agreement 
could be operated and made effective, 
and how a fair export price could be 
This, it {s observed, 
would be specially difficult in the case 
of Russia. One Near-Eastern delegate, 
was, however, confident that if the 
conference can reach an agreement 
not to dump wheat there would he 
no real difficulty in implementing the 
agreement, : 

“I have no doubt,” he said, “that 
ways can be devised for assuring that 
the country which agrees not to dump 
will abide by its word.”

The proposal was advanced by J. 
F. Darling of London, England, direc- 
tor of the Midland Bank and world- 
famed authority on silver. On the In- 
vitation of Premier R. B. Bennett, ha 
addressed the banking and commerce 
/committee of the House of Commons. 

Scouting the proposed international 
conference on the silver question ag 
a cumbersome and lengthy procedure 
which could arrive at no decision un- 
til “after the ship had foundered,” 
Mr. Darling proposed a more direct 
method with the British Empire lead- 
ing the world and Canada leading the 
British Empire. 

Briefly the scheme involved the es- 
tablishment of a “super-bank of Em- 
pire,” which would take over all the 
gold and silver in the British Empire 
and use a new monctary unit which 
would be called the “Rex.” This unit, 
however, would be merely a_ book- 
keeping device and would not be is- 
sued as a medium of exchange. 

This bank would maintain equillf- 
brium between the two great money 
metals of the world, gold and silver. 
The value of silver would be fixed at 
one-twentieth the value of gold. Due 
to the debasement of the value of 
| silver in recent years, he claimed, pur- 
chases by the countries of Asia and 
of Central and South America which 
used silver largely as currency had 
been greatly decreased.

Value Of Forest Products 


Annual Value Of Forest Products In 
Canada Placed At Five Hundred 
Million Dollars 

The annual value of forest products 
in Canada {is placed at approximately 
$500,000,000 by the Canadian Govern- 
ment Forestry Service, and over 200,- © 
000 persons are employed in the ex- 
traction and manufacture of the pro- 
ducts of the forests of the Dominion. 
Last year the value of these exports 
was over $291,000,000. There are 
about 3,000 saw mills and 108 pulp 
and paper mills in Canada. The saw 
mills represent a capital investment 
of $180,000,000 and the pulp and pa- 
per mills an investment of $660,000,- 


'000. The former employed about 45,- 
|000 persons and the latter about 34,-

In Saskatchewan Correspondence 
Class 

Approximately 6,000 students are 
now enrolled in the correspondence 
courses instituted last year by the 
Saskatchewan Department of Educa- 
tion. Five thousand of the enrol- 
ments are from rural districts. These 
correspondence courses are arranged 
to supplement the work being done 
in the elementary and secondary 
schools of Saskatchewan for boys and 
girls who, for various reasons, have 
been unable to attend school as much 
as they desired. If the young people 
are unable to go to schools, then the 
Department of Education intends that 
school facilities shall be taken to 
them. The provincial government 
proposes to supplement these courses 
next autumn by a radio school.

By Nobility 

Spain's Republican Government has 
{issued two decrees to enforce cultiva- 
tion of land on the large estates 
formerly held by the nobility.

Russia’s Armed Youth 


Soviets Molding Boys Into Form 
Approved By Communists 


In Soviet Russia every youth is 
being taught to bear arms. At the 
same time he 1s being molded by ef- 
fort of instruction and discipline into 
the form approved by fanatic com- 
munism. Every source of informa- 
tion of other ideas or ideals is being 
shut off from the mind of Russian 
youth, The result must be the pre- 
paration of an army of narrow fana- 
tics, unquestioning, uninformed, hos- 
tile to all the outside world. 

In Fascist Italy somewhat the same 
process is going on. If Fascist youth 
is not’ shut off as completely as the 
youth of Russia from outside real- 
ities, it is being intensively trained in 
Fascist ideas under cover of a censor- 
ship which discourages and suppress- 
es criticism and inquiry. At the same 
time it is being armed and disciplined 
as a military body.
